28 MARYLAND, That Section(s) 16-113(h), (i), and (j), respectivey, of Article -
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1 Transportation of the Annotated Code of Maryland be renumbered to be Section(s)
2 16-113(i), (j), and (k), respectively.

18 (2 An acohal restriction that prohibits the licensee from driving or
19 attempting to drive amotor vehicle while having alcohol in the licensee's blood may,
20 asdescribed in subsections (b) and (g) of this section, include arestriction that

21 prohibitsthe licensee from driving or attempting to drive a motor vehicle unless the
22 licenseeis aparticipant in the Ignition Interlock System Program established under
23 §16-404.1 of thistitle.

24 (H) (1) 0 EXCEPT ASPROVIDED IN SUBPARAGRAPH (II) OF THIS

25 PARAGRAPH, THE ADMINISTRATION SHALL IMPOSE ON EACH LICENSEE UNDER THE
26 AGE OF 18 YEARS A RESTRICTION THAT PROHIBITS THE LICENSEE FROM DRIVING A
27 MOTOR VEHICLE WITH MORE THAN ONE PASSENGER UNDER THE AGE OF 21 YEARS.

28 (D) THE RESTRICTION IMPOSED UNDER SUBPARAGRAPH (1) OF

32 2 A POLICE OFFICER MAY ENFORCE THE PROVISIONS OF THIS
